Improper Training 

of the most common 
enuses of constipntion is im- 
proper tralning. Too strenuous 
efforts to train the baby often 
lend fo the development of an 
antasggonistle or negative attitude 
onthe part of the child. He

threatened, or punished = the 
worse the condition becomes.
